His advance in life was typically 
American. He started as a farmer's 
boy, working in the field. Being nat- 
urally bright, be became a _ country 
school teacher. After laboring for a 
few years trying to teach the young 
idea to shoot, Spencer took the inevita- 
ble next step upward. He became a 
clerk in a country store,. one of those 
general merchandise establishments, 
where a man must sell a little bit of 
everything to make anything. 

As a clerk he made good. His em- 
ployer prospered and his neighbors took 
notice that there was a quality in the 
young man which stamped him as a 
natural-born money-maker. And yet he 
did not run at all to fuss:and feathers. 
He never splurged, but he always wore 
good clothes. He was the best custom- 
er of the only tailor in the little town 
of McConnellsville, O. 


Far Ahead of Times. 


He was far ahead of the times when 
he came to St. Louis in 1874 to take a 
course in a business college. He had 
sufficient savings to pay for his tuition, 
and he was so correct in his dress that 
then and ever afterward there were 
many who thought him stilted and aloof 
because. of the elegance which was part 
of his nature. 

Though he was only 283 years old at 
time, he attracted attention, and 
when the grain commission firm of Har- 
low, Gelson & Co. wanted a bookkeep- 
er the business college had no hesita- 
tion in recommending young Spencer, 
though he was still an undergraduate. 

For two years he sat at a desk and 
bent over big ledgers. ccasionally when 
one of the pit men was ill or on vacation 
he was sent on the floor to trade ih the 
pit. His skill in getting ing at the bot- 
tom and getting out at the top proved 
a revelation to his employers. He 
seemed to have the genius of being on 
“the right side. 

The firm at that time was doing a 
large cash business, and young Spencer 
was sent to the sample corner of the 
Pixchange as a salesman. There he was 
as successful as in the pit, and, when 
Mr. Gelson retired from the firm in the 
spring of 1874, A. T. Harlow spoke of the 
vacancy to young Spencer. The book- 
keeper and occasional saleman smiled 
and said: 

‘“T have some money, Mr. Harlow. 
Perhaps, it isn’t enough to buy an in-' 
terest, but I am sure I could work out 
the rest of it.”’ 

Took a Half Interest. 


So the young man put up $4000 in cash, 
picked up here and there in grain specu- 
lation, aS earnest money for a half in- 
terest in one of the largest grain com- 
mission companies on ’Change. It was 
stipulated that he would have to make 
good to stay in.” 

He qualified. Two years later the 
name of Harlow, Spencer & Co. was 
known all over the West. The cream of 
the grain trade came to it, and it was 
wrecked on the rock of prosperity.

he could not only raise his crop and sell 
it, but also how he could bank on it and 
play against it and take advantage of 
the market fluctuations while it was 
still in the growing stage. 


| This idea may not have originated 
with Spencer, but, so far as St. Louis 
was concerned, he was the leader of 
Lthe propaganda. 

The time was ripe. For six vears the 
farmers of the great Southwest had 
made more money than they could 
spend for their legitimate needs. Their 
chances for investment were few. 
Enough to eat, a few lightning rods 
and an organ for the parlor met their 
requirements. The siren sung of stocks 
had not reached their ears. 

Spencer was the originator of the 
daily commission’ house market letter 
to country customers. He was a past 
master of the art of business letter 
writing. 

Future trading in St. Louis was orig- 
inated by Spericer and kingred spirits 
among the younger element on ’Change. 
Farmers all over the West took to the 
idea with all the zest inspired by a 
new game and a large proportion of the 
business found its way to Spencer's 
firm. 

Then came the disatsrous panic of 
1882. Drouth one year was succeeded by 
floods the next and hundreds of farmers 
‘had no money with which to meet the 
brokers’ calls for margins. 


Eleven Firms Collapsed. 


Mleven firms on ‘Change went to the 
wall, and for one day all trading in the 
pit was suspended while the frantic 
brokers checked up their accounts. 

Only three concerns, Francis Brothers, 
Fath-Ewald and O. R. T. McCormick 
weathered the storm. 

The profits of years were wiped out 
in the ‘slump which followed. Creditors 
of Spencer, many of them indignant and | 
some of them threatening, waited on 
him at his office. 

‘Give me time and a chance to make’ 


thing,’ he said. His friends say that he 
kept this promise to the letter. 

Made penniless by the panic, he en- 
tered the service of the W. T. Anderson 
Grain Co. as its representative in the pit 
and became the local correspondent of 
Gifford & Co., then _one.of the largest 
grain brokerage concerns in Chicago. 

In five years he had made enough 
money to pay off his creditors, to build 
an elevator at Madison and to start in 
business for himself as the C. H. Spen- 
cer Grain and Elevator Co. 


In 1890 misfortune came again. The 
Madison elevator was destroyed by fire 
and the market went against Spencer. 
His firm went into liquidation and for 
a time he was not active in the market. 





In two years he was back in his old 
office doing business as C. H. Spencer. 
Once more he retrieved his losses and 
Was on the way to prosperity. 

In 1896 he was elected president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. In the following 
year, worn out by a long bull campaign 
and angered by the failure of some of 
his opponents to meet their contracts, 
he announced that he would leave St. 
Louis ‘forever and go to California to 
raise oranges. 

He closed his office and went away.

The fall of Witte in Russia means something more 
than the triumph of the feudal nobility represented 
who succeeded him Premier. 
Witte represented the forces of progress at work 
in Russia before the disasters of the Japanese War 
They were a result of modern 
methods of organizing capital. His policies, which 
had already shown themselves in®*the great begin- 
nings of railroad building in Russia, would have 
filled the country with factories and banks and all

‘those industrial conditions which belong to the activ- 


ities of great corporations in Germany, France, Eng- 
land and the United States. As against feudalism in 
Russia, he seemed to be a'radical. Holding the 
‘ground in the United States, he would have been 
ientified with such men as Depew and Aldrich 
among representatives of organized capital. With 
great development, “is policies would have resulted 
in a new series of great abuses in Russia, but they 
would have been abuses of advancing civilization.

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FINANCING SAN FRANCISCO. 


A prompt and favorable response to the urgent re- 
quest of Gov. Pardee that the Government pay the 
sums owing the State of California would be emi- 
nently wise and proper. No objection can be urged 
to the payment of debts at once nor to appropria- 
tions for the relief of actual suffering. But these 
methods of aid differ widely from that suggested in 
the plan of a Government loan of a large amount for 
the rebuilding of San Francisco. 

A building loan on the part of the Government 
would be a Government investment in private enter- 
prise. In its essential nature it would be a loan on 
the real estate values in San Francisco to the men 
who want to erect buildings there as’ a private in- 
vestment. In making such a loan ona business basis, 
Congress would have to determine whether the in- 
vestment were sound or not; whether the 
would be put to good use to realize present and fu- 
ture values. each separate loan to each 
individual or corporation would have to be consid- 
ered on its merit, just as the insurance companies 
have decided gt hat such loans must be considered. 
More than this, Congress would lave decicte 
whether the investment for the rebuilding of San 
Francisco as a whole is a good investment; whether 
the real estate values have not been permanently 
shaken and reduced by the instability of the soil and 
by the loss of population and trade. All of these 
things can only be determined wisely by exhaustive 
investigation and sound business judgment. 

If the loan is asked as a watter of philanthropy, 
then Congress would appropriate public money for 
the benefit of individual enterprise. It would as- 
sume an enbrmous risk for the charitable aid of men 
and corporations whose purpose, in its last analysis, 
is to recoup their fortunes and regain the prosperous 
conditions destroyed by the earthquake and fire. 
Neither of these functions—the appropriation of 
public moneys for private business enterprises, either 
as a business or a philanthropic venture—is the 
proper function of our Government. It would rep-

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constitutional functions and traditional policy. It 
would estabdiésh a precedent of tremendous import 
and great danger for the future. Whenever a ca- 
lamity occurred, the Government would be asked 
not merely for relief, which is proper, but to finance 
the private ventures which may be destroyed or 
damaged by the catastrophe, There would be no end 
to these demands, aud the Government would soon 
degenerate to the bountiful father of all of Uncle Sam’s 
distressed children. We might as well run up the 
flag of Socialism at once and make the Government 
the promoter, manager, searing agent and capitalist | 
of all the- people. 

There is yet another point to be considered. Why, 
if investment in San Francisco is good, need the 
Government be asked to guarantee loans? 
are good, private capital will be found in abundance 
to finance the rebuilding. project. If they are not 
good, no loans from the Government, no guarantee of 
credits by which money is obtained, will make them 
good. If San Francisco has not been permanently 
damaged by the earthquake, if her population will 
return and ‘her trade be regained, there will be no 
difficulty in rebuilding the city on a scale fully com- 
mensurate with the business opportunities offered 
there. But if these conditions cannot be realized 
naturally and cannot be foreseen by sound, well-in- 
formed business men, no action of the Government 
can create them: 

We have the greatest sympathy for the sufferers of 
San Francisco. 
wishes to go out to those who are trying to recover 
their lost fortunes and lost business, We hope they 
will succeed. But we do not believe that the Gov- 
ernment should undertake to finance the rebuilding 
enterprises and the business ventures of the- city. 
There should be millions for the .relief of the suf- 
ferers, but no loans for individual and corporate en- 
terprises.

AMERICAN TOOL SUPREMACY. 

Consul J. L. Brittain writes from Kehl that there 
is at least one industry in America which Is ac, 
acknowledged by German competitors as the best | 
of its kind in the world. He says: ‘I refer to the 
machine-tool industry. Manufacturers of machine 
tools over Germany and France admit the excellence 
of the American product, and gain all possible infor- 
mation from our manufacturers. Ina recent conver- 
sation with the chief machinist at the largest ma- 
chine-tool factory in Alsace-Lorraine, I was shown a 
finely illustrated catalogue, printed on American pa- 
per. The machinist said he collected catalogues from 
the leading manufacturers of machine tools in Amer- 
ica and embodied what he considered the most at- 
tractive features in the American catalogues into his 
German catalogues. He says Americans occupy the 
first rank in the manufacture of machine tools, in 
consequence of their thorough knowledge of the busi- 
ness and their aptness in showing their machines to 
the best possible advantage.”’ 





POWERFUL SEARCHLIGHT. 

At Caux, on the Lake of Geneva, at an altitude of 
“3600 feet, is a gigantic searchlight. It is reported as 
having been a success, as the searchlight was han- 
dled with the greatest ease, sending its powerful 
rays a distance of} over seven and one-half miles. 
Objects at six and/one-half miles could be distinctly 
seen. The machige providing the power was a 24- 
horse power and/furnished a 100,000 electric candle- 
power light. A horse power motor would give 12,- 
000,000 electric ndle-power. Diameter of projector 
was 3.28 feet, The great advantage of this search- 
light is that it may be electrically handled in all di- 
rections by wire from a distance of 656 feet from 
the motor car, which transports it and sends it to 
the required spot. It thus enables the driver and 
observer to send the rays to any place they desire 
without being blinded by the light, and places them 
under shelter from the enemy’s fire. The new search- 
light has already been submitted to certain high 
French officers, and will shortly be examined by the 
German general staff. 


LOCOMOTIVES FOR THE SIMPLON. 

A Swiss technical review publishes particulars 
about ‘electric locomotives intended for” use in the 
Simplon Tunnel, to be opened next June. * These loco- 
motives have a length of 12 metres and weigh 62 tons. 
The two motors are of 600 horse-power, which may 
be raised to 23,000. The system permits only 68 kilo- 
metres an hour for passenger trains and 34 for freight 
trains. The locomotives, being provided with two 
motor seats, will be able without being turned to be 
utilized in either direction. The current of 3000 volts 
will be furnished by the overhead wire. 


EUROPEAN LANGUAGE INTERCHANGE. 

Consul Bardel of Bamberg reports that the 
Prussian and French Ministers of Public Education 
have agreed to an exchange of German and French 
language teachers for boys’ high schools. This agree- 
ment is now before the Diet and will soon be carried 
out. With England the same agreement has been 
reached. The foreign teacher receives from the Ger- 
man Government $23.80 to $26.18 a maneh, including

‘groundor while taking walks, with free access for 
the teacher to all classes in school during the hours 
of study. The duty of the foreign teachers is to im- 
part a correct conversational knowledge of the lan- 
guage studied. ‘Another purpose of their stay in the 
foreign country is to promote the teacher's own 
knowledge of the foreign language while there, and 
provision is made for’ social intercourse with the 
educated classes. 


A BLIND MAN’S ; INVENTION. 

A blind man nar ed Noack, of Wittenberg, has in- 
vented an automatic disconnector for electric cur- 
rents which can be made to break the circuit accord- 
ing to will, and can be fitted to any apparatus. The 
cost of the invention is 69 cents. 

Noack is 47 years of age, and has been blind since 
the day following his birth. In 187 his brother-in-law 
took him into his shop and with endless patience 


, taught him the trade of iron worker and locksmith, 


subsequently engaging him as his assistant. He then 
turned his attention to electrical contrivances, with 
the result of patenting an invention, which, accord- 
ing to the technica] press, is likely to be widely used. 


MINERAL WEALTH IN AUSTRALIA. 

Fifty cents a ton is the price they pay for coal in 
New South Wales. Coal is so abundant and cheap 
in New South Wales that it can. hardly be said, in 
places, to add to the value of the surface. It is 
drawn out by ponies. Beside it are an inexhaustible 
field of limestone and permanent water, both on a 
railway line. Rates of haulage on minerals are ex- 
tremely low. There are enormous déposits of iron ore 
of richness varying from 60 to 90 per cent. 

The chemical composition has been found satisfac- 
tory to experts in Europe, and these deposits usually 
are alongside deep water, thus facilitating transport. 
At Burnie, in Tasmania, the deposit from water level } 
up is estimated as 20,000,000 tons. In New South Wales 
the deposits within sight are 60,000,000 tons. The de- 
posits known as the Iron Knob and Iron Monarch 
in South Australia are stated to contain 20,000,000 tons. 
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CHEAPER PLATINUM. 

Platinum made to order will be a blessing to those 
who are buying it now at nearly $5 the ounce; the 
electricians, dentists, chemists and machinists. The 
new metal, which will sell for at least half that 
amount, is of grayish white hue, with a specific 
gravity and atomic weight about the same as plati- 
num. It fuses at about 3630 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
is malleable and ductile, becoming soft and workable 
at a temperature far below the melting point. It can 
be used in making crucibles and similar utensils for 
laboratory us¢, and it is not affected by acids, hav- 
ing successfully passed the tests made by a number 
of ;chemists with sulphuric and other strong acids. 
It¥ean be rolled into sheets or made into wire of the 
tNickness of a small fraction of an inch. A Balti- 
more man is its inventor.

By 11 o'clock, after a half. dozen trains had ar- 
rived, there was such a crowd around the lake that 
everyone had to stand on one foot. When still an- 
other crowd came at 12, it was agreed that short peo- 
ple should stand at the waters edge while the taller 
ones fished over their heads. 

The largest fish caught during the day was exact- 
ly the size of a sardine. The man who caught it re- 
fused to-tell just where he was fishing when: it hap- 
pened, but a fire was built. and bot coals were held 
to his feet until he finally divulged the secret. The 
crush about the place the res. of the day was such 
that the bank repeatedly caved in. Possibly a few 
were drowned. for whenever anyone was crowded Into 
the water he had either to go down or swim across, 

What we want to suggest is that you secure the 
passage of a law prohibiting any kind of fishing in 
Missourt for a year. If you can get a law of that 
kind, your young fish will have ‘a chance to get born. 
As it is, they don’t get the chance. The impatient 
and innumerable fishermen are right into the cradle 
after them, and if they are not taken in infancy they 
are frightened out of any growth they might subse- 
quently attain.

: AMATEUR ACTING. 
Richard Mansfield in the May Atlantic. 


It is surprising to discover how very differently 
péople who have played parts all their lives deport 
themselves before the footlights. I was acquainted 
with a lady in London who had been the wife of a 
peer of the realm, who had been'ambassadress at 
foreign courts, what at one time had been a reign- 
ing beauty, and who came to me, longing for a new 
experience, and implored me to give her an oppor- 
funity to appear upon the stage. In a weak moment 
I consented, and, as I was producing a play, I cast 
her for a part which though she would admirably 
suit—that of a society woman. What that .woman 
did and didn’t do on the stage passes-all belief. 
She became entangled in her train, she could neither 
sit down nor stand up, she shouted, she could not 
be pérsuaded to remain at a respectful distance, but 
insisted upon shrieking into the actor's ears, and she 
committed all the gaucheries you would expect from 
an untrained country wench. But because everybody 
is acting in private life, everyone thinks he can act 
upon the stage, and there is no profession that has 
s® many critics. Every individual in the audience 
is a critic, and knows all about the art of acting. 
But acting is a gift. It cannot be taught. You can 
teach people how to act acting--but you can’t teach 
them to act. Acting is as much an inspiration as the 
inaking of great poetry and great pictures. What is 
commonly called acting is acting acting. 





STAGE KISSES. 
Blanche Ring in “‘The Psychology of the Stage Kiss."’ 


The stage kiss is important. There is nothing 
which so tests the genius of an actor and an actress 


as the ability, under just such circumstances, to pro- 
duce the illusion of love. Gn the stage it is neces- 
sary for them to forget their own personalities, to 
smother their own feelings, one for the other, and 
in the place of the warped though genuine kiss we 
zee at the railroad station and the steamship wharf 
present to our eyes by the magic of their acting a 
highly artificial product. And this highly artificial 
product, because it is art, and because it is produced 
by art, impresses us as real and genuine, where the 
actually real and genuine would have filled us only 
with derision and contempt, just as real tears on 
the stage would fail to move us. Indeed, the best 
stage kisses, the kisses that are most convincing In 
the way of realism, are usually given and received 
by attors and actresses whose fecling for each other 
—in private life—is, to say the least, indifferent. Fre- 
quently, if audiences only knew, they watch love- 
making on the stage between men and women who 
are literally at daggers’ points with each gather. 

I would not go so far as to say that such a state 
of feeling always contributes to good stage love-mak- 
ing and to realistic stage kissing, but 1 do know that 
it is an axiomatic truth, recognized by theatrical 
managers everywhere, not to engage playfolk lovers 
to enact similar roles in a drama, if it is at al pos- 
sible to get anyone else.

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TYPICAL AMERICAN 
FACE 18 LOST 


James E. Kelly tn the New York World, 
IME was, in the early days of our republic. when 
the American face stood for 
for certain definite sterling traits of character 
which its possessor as a national unit was undoubt- 
edly recognized as possessing. Take, for instance, the. 
face of Washington, or that, say, of any of the sign- 
ers of the Deelaration of Independence. What man- 
ner of man does one read from such countenances? 
Do their noble lineaments not stand for the stanch 
virtues, for honesty, for integrity both of life and of 
character, but above all cise do they not stand un- 
mistakably for the simple life, for plain living and 
high thinking? : 

We had lost some of the characteristics of the de 
of the Revolution at the time of the Mexican War. 
Then a swift though subtle transformation began to 
be wrought in the archetypal countenance. The broad, 
noble head, wide at the temples and high domed, be- 
came modified to a narrower dimension. The serene- 
ly aquiline features lost much of their chaste severity 
of contour, and in their stead was developed a, more 
complex and highly organized physiognomy. The. most 
distinguishing feature of this new hybrid face was 
the perceptive quality of the forehead and eyes. 

The American face was no longer that serene, equl- 
poised countenance. It was now a keen, inquiring 
and somewhat acquisitive face. And, curiously 
enough, it had by this time become almost completely 
differentiated from the American woman's face, The 
American woman had begun to develop a face on her 
own account, a face which, where it had formerly 
been. distinguishable by reason of its strong and 
aquiline contour, now presented a charm and coquet- 
ry peculiarly feminine and essentially cosmopolitan. 
As for the new masculihe type, its most distinguish- 
ing characteristic was in the forehead and the eyes. 
All the men of that period show foreheads that bulge 
out most perceptibly over deep-set, serious eyes, and — 
this characteristic reached its zenith with the era of . 
the Civil War. Daguerreotypes of that period show 
a complete evolution of countenance from that pos- 
sessed by the men who fought the War of the Revo» 
lution, Heads are longer, faces are narrower, fore. 
heads are veritable shelves above the eyes, and the . 
eyes themselves have a deep-set keenness such as one — 

may search for in vain among the men of any other 
era or any other nation. 

Invariably it is a fine, clear, manly, temperate face, 
the reflection of a characteristic national spirit of 
integrity._-It has been my rare good fortune to know 

ersonally, and often intimately, nearly all the heros 

yho survived the War of the Rebellion, and in my 
capacity as an artist to make studies of their heads. 
It has also been my privilege to model many of the 
heroes of our recent war with Spain, and I am being - 
eternally startled by two facts: that is, first, how 
very much all the men of the Civil War resembled 
each other, and how very much they had in common 
with the national type of that period: and, second, 
how very far the present-day type has departed frem 
that of even so recent date as the Civil War. The 
national type has been nn destroyed, irre- 
trievably lost. | 

The keen edges of our features hale become blunted, 
even as the keen edge of our national conscience has 
become blunted.. We have no longer a national type, 
distinguished by a clean-cut profile, a sensitive nos- 
tril, a firmly modeled chin. And, more conspicuously | 
than all else, we are a nation without a throat. In 
the process of a little more than a hundred years of 
national evolution we have modified eur Adam's apple 
into a mere rudimentary physiognomical feature. To- 
day the American has no national type—he is as cos- 
mopolitan in feature as-a German or a Frenchman or 
an Englishman. 

Were I to ask the reason for this radical oblitera- 
tion of what was so recently a distinct and noble type 
of face | would anawer, unhesitatingly, the deteriora- 
tion of our national standard of ideals... We look dif- 
ferent today because we think differently, for as a 
man thinks so is he: Then, too, we have departed 
very, very far from the standard of living set for us 
by our aneestors. Rich or poor, high or low, ignorant 
or cultured, we none of us as a class live or are capa- 
ble of living today the simple life that was the ideal 
American life of a century or fifty or even thirty 
years ago. I need not refer to the ever-increasing 
consumption of whisky on the part of our countrymen 
and to its insidfous effects upon the physiognomy. 
This may or may not be a strong contributing influ- 
ence toward the-destruction and degradation of the 
type, but I am firmly convinced that our almost 
universal drinking of beer has had and is increasing- 
ly having an overwhelming effect to that end.

STATE PLANTING 
UYSTERS IN GULE 


Mississippi Commission Will 
Put in $35,000 Worth of 
Shells Annually. 


JACKSON, Miss., May 5.—Pursuant to 
the act recently passed by the Legisla- 
ture allowing an additional appropria- 
tion of $20,000 a year for the work, the 
Mississippi Oyster Commission is now 
planning an extensive planting of new 
reefs and oyster beds along the Gulf 
coast, and during the summer many 
thousand barrels of shells secured at 
the various factories and canneries will 
be scattered ‘in the waters, at points 
where quick growth is promised. 

The commission has a statutory allow- 
ance of $15,000 yearly for this work un- 
der the terms of the Bowers oyster law, 
and the additional allowance of $20, 000 
yearly was one of the most commend- 
able acts of the Legislature, as it fol- 
lowed closely the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Mississippi- 
Louisiana boundary line dispute, where- 
by this State lost several million dol- 
lars worth of valuable oyster fishing ter- 
ritory and the lawmakers were im- 
pressed with the necessity of nurturing 
and replenishing the remaining reefs in 
order to prevent any likelihood of the 
annual oyster supply being depleted. 

The extent of the oyster industry on 
the gulf coast is not generally realized. 
The State has 72 miles of water front, 
and in these waters the commission 
found favorable ‘‘bottoms’’ extending 
seaward from one to three miles, aggre- 
gating a length of 8 miles. This gives 
an oyster bed area of at least 32,000 
acres, which at the present annual yield 
of 300 barrels an acre, will give a year- 
ly product of marketable oysters of 
near ten million barrels. This is abun- 
dant, not only to keep all the canneries 
running on full time throughout the sea- 
son, but also to supply a fairly good 
portion of the United States. 

The creation of artificial oyster reefs 
is not a difficult matter. it requires 
only the dumping of shells at favorable 
points, and nature does the rest. The 
appropriation of $35,000 will permit a 
large amount of work to be ne ea 3 
ing the summer.

CLEVER MOVEMENTS BY WHICH 
TOE HOLDS MAY BE BROKEN 


| When Frank Gotch astonished specta- 
tors at his wrestling match against Ole 
Donelson at Music Hall last month. by 


taking the big Swede by the foot and 
turning him on his back for a fair fall. 
St. Louisans got their first sight of the 
new and now famous toe hold properly 
applied in wrestling. 

Many men who are familiar’ § with 
wrestling said that the hold was un- 
breakable and brutal. .It did not seem 
that once it was attained there was 
any way to break it. 

Frank Coleman, the best middleweight 
wrestler in the world and one of the 
cleverest at any weight, shows in the 
accompanying illustrations that the toe 
hold may be broken and avoided when 
taken in its incipiency. 

In illustration*’No. 1 Coleman. with the 
assistance of Billy Kostner, the crack 
amateur middleweight wrestler of St. 
Louis, demonstrates the beginning of the 
acquisition of the hold with which Gotch 
threw Donelson. It is attained by reach- 
ing over and grasping the left leg with 
the right hand, at the same time get- 
ting the right leg from behind with the 
left hand and giving it a sharp jerk to 
the rear. This jerk is most important,

Occasionally, 
where -there is granite formation, the 
stream is narrowed and forces its way 
through rushing rapids, and these are 
known as the “cataracts.” The first

Il am sendifig herewith two sketches 
which show the beauty and variety of 
landscape to which we are treated ev- 
ery day. View No. 1 is most charac- 
teristic. We see before us the rippling 
Nile and beyond it the sheer river 
bank.of black dirt.

A LOVER IS 
PAINS IDOL 


Young Ruler to Be Married 
June 2, Growing in 
Favor, 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


LONDON, May 5.—While King Alfonso | 
and Princess Ena are making love on ' 


the quiet Isle of Wight, where few can 
intrude the arrangements for the wed- 
ding at Madrid, June 2, are being com- 
pleted in the courts of Europe. The 
royal lovers are said to be much more 
interested in dresses, yniforms and their 
own: trappings than in the more spec- 
tacular affairs, which are being settled 
by court dignataries. 

It is announced here that the Prince 
of Wales, probably accompanied by the 


Princess, will represent King Edward at , 
of | 


the ceremontes, and Prince Louis 
Battenberg will give the Princess bride 
away. In accord with King Edward's 
expressed wish, Prince Louis will be at- 


tended by a staff of three distinguished 


naval officers. 

In connection with the present se- 
cluded love making and the stories told 
of the doings of the happy pair, the fol- 
lowing extracts from a letter from Las 
Palmas, Canary Islands, where King 
Alfonso recently visited, are of interest: 

“During the recent visit of King Al- 
fonso to the Canaries I 


The recent visit was the first ever made 
by a King of Spain to his distant sub- 
jects in Canary, and the youthful mon- 
arch, with infinitely boyish zest, joined 
in the general round of pleasure. 


Enjoyed the Cheers, 


To an English mind the _ strangest 
thing about the King’s reception was 
the almost complete lack of the more 
boistcrous forms of welcome. The Eng- 
lish residents, however, did their best 
to make up for any shortcomings in 
this respect, and the organized cheer 
from the balconies of the English hotels 
and private houses as the King went 
by Invariably attracted his attention and 
provoked from’ him a special salute and 
a most winning smile. 

‘‘Above everything else the young King 
has a most charming smile. Tor him 
the pecullar Spanish word ‘simpatico’ is 
particularly applicable; and even when 
translated by such adjectives as ‘“‘pleas- 
ant,’ ‘winning,’ or ‘affable,’ 
ing of the term has hardly been 
pressed. Although stil! so young, he 
has all the bearing of a king, assisted 
in some degree by his tall figure and 
complete absence of shyness. 

“He talks English very weil, and fre- 
quently expressed his ambition to know 
it better, informing the wife of one of 
the principal English residents. that it 
was his intention to talk the language 
on all occasions with his future bride; 
while she, in return, would speak Span- 
ish until they had both gained sufficient 
mastery of the respective tongues to 
converse freely in either. ! 


“Came to See Soldiers.’ 
‘“‘At times the King’s manner is almost 
autocratic, and a certain colonel in the 


neighboring city of Santa Cruz de Tene- 
riffe will have reason to remember him. 
On the occasion of the King’s official in- 
spection of the barracks there, this in- 
dividual invited a number of ladies to 
witness the young sovereign’s arrival. 
The King surveyed this array of femi- 
nine curiosity with disapproval. ‘I come 
here,’ he said, ‘to inspect soldiers, not 
to see ladies!’ 

‘On another occasion he became im- 
patient at the somewhat tardy march- 
past of the troops, and energetically sig- 
nated to them to accelerate their move- 
mentis, while at another time he person- 
ally directed the too-eager crowd of 
sight-seers to stand further back, in or- 
der not to impede the progress of the 
soldiers.  ~ 

“The good looks of Princess Ena and 
the young King’s openiy displayed affec- 
tion for her have placed her in high fa- 
vor. , Her photograph’ has a tremendous 
sale everywhere. The star of Spain is 
at present very much in the ascendant, 
and whenever Spaniards meet to discuss 
their national affairs they speak very 
hopefully of the future of the country. 


Enjoys Flower Carnival. 


“The climax of the King’s popularity 
in Grand Canary was reached on the 
evening of the day previous to his de- 
parture, at the battle of flowers held in 


the main street of Las Palmas. It was 
arranged that the King should drive 
twice through the long street in the of- 
ficial carriage, in order, as it were, to 
bid good-by to his subjects and receive 
their floral tributes. However, after 
that afternoon of fun the excitement of 
the King was quite equal to that of any- 
body present, and, ignoring the official 
conveyance, he climbed on the back of 
an artillery cart. decorated by some of 
the young Spanish officers, and thus, 
alone and unprotected, he twice made 
the circuit of the thoroughfare, while 
the people flocked around him in thou- 
sands to throw their flowers and 
rosettes and paper streamers. — 

“On a previous occasion, after a serv- 
ice in the old cathedral, the. King sud- 
denly left his attendants, and, crossing 
the road to the crowded public square 
on the opposite side, he cleft a lane for 
himself, almost by force, through the 
dense mass of sightseers. 

“At the battle of flowers the ‘King 
was the hero of an incident which cre- 
ated the most uproarious merriment. He 
was seated on a tribune occuping a cen- 
tral situation, and a decorated ‘tartana,’ 
containing three or four English women, 
stopped directly beneath him. The King 
saw his opportunity, and immediately 
began to pile flowers on the heads of 
the hapless ladies below. They endeay- 
ored to bombard the King in return, 
but were hopelessly outmatched from 
the start, as a score of willing hands 
were always ready to supply the King 
with fresh ammunition as soon as his 
own supplies became exhausted. 


Flowers Gone; Throws Baskets. 
“In a very short time the ‘tartana’ 
was a mass of flowers and festoons of 
colored paper, beneath which the ladies 
were quite indistinguishable. The height 


of the fun was reached when the King, 
unable to find any more flowers or 
streamers, solemniy lifted a pole of 
empty baskets and lightly dropped them 
on the heads of the helpiess but hon-~ 
ored occupants of the vehicle. The snapn- 
ached at that time were particularly 

usy. 

“One more incident typical of the 
young King’s character. In front of 
the Bishop's palace In Las Palmas, at 
which residence the King dined on 
several occasions, there is a balcony 
the windows of which proved to be 
rather sfiff, through disuse, at a time 
when the young monarch had to ap- 
pear and show himself to the throng 
of people waiting below. First. the 
servants tried to raise the window 
and failed. Then some of the King's 
own officials came to their assistance 
and, by their united efforts, the win- 
dow was lifted to @ height of two feet 
or 80,

CZAR’S IDEA OF 
_ PRESS FREEDOM. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 5.—The free- 
dom of the press is again suffering 
some hard knocks at the hands of the 
‘Russian Government. A number of 
publications have been suspended and 
now a new ukase comes from the Czar, 
which the newspaper men consider as 
adding insult to injury. 

The new ukase makes it obligatory 
for everv publication to deposit one 
copy of each issue in the Department of 
the Press. For publishing anything that 
the courts consider an offense, publica- 
tions may be suspended without 'warn- 
ing. 
Editors whose papers have been sus- 
pended or who are under indictment for 
articles published will not be allowed, 
either personally or through others, to 
edit other publications, without permis- 
sion from the courts, before they are 
free from indictments or sentences. 

All offenses are punishable with $1500 
fine for the first offense and for the 
second six months’ imprisonment may 
be added. 

Typesetters, ‘.pressmen, proofreaders 
and anyone connected with the print- 
ing of suspended papers found working 
for them after suspension will be pun- 
ished. Printing shops in which offen- 
sive publications are: printed may be 
closed by the courts for six. months 
without warning.

Judging from Mr., Bryce’s speeches 
during the general elettion, and his sub- 
sequent statements on the floor of the 
House of Commons, the Irish people had 
good reason to expect that his conduct 
of their affairs would be in entire ac- 
cord with national sentiments and re- 
quirements. He has recently shown, 
however, that he has fallen (it is to be 
hoped temporarily) into the same rut 
as his Tory predecessors. 

The case, to which reference is now 
made, is the appointment of assistant 
land commissioners for the fixing of fair 
rents under the Land Act of 1881. 

This act is administered by a com- 
mission of three judges, appointed for 
life, and 27 assistant commissioners, 
who are appointed for three years. 
The duty of the latter body is the 
fixing of the rents, while the former 
acts in the capacity of a Court of Ap- 
peals. For the past 25 years the men 
appointed on these commissions have 
been landlords, land agents, ex-mili- 
tary officers, hangers-on and  para- 
Sites of the landlofd party. Not one 
of the men heretofore appointed on 
these bodies have been either Catho- 
lic or Nationalist. 

But while no Irish representative 
would object to either of these men 
on the score of politics or religion, it 
is a significant circumstance that 
Catholics and Nationalists are total- 
ly ignored in the organization of 
these rent-adjusting commissions. It 
Was reasorablyvy hoped by the _ [Irish 
people that this condition of affairs 
would be remedied by Mr. Bryce when 
the opportunity presented itself.

ered a very important speech two weeks 
ago at Dundalk on ‘Irish University 
Education.” His Eminence was pessi- 
mistic in the extreme. He seems to 
place very little confidence in the pro- 
mises of LAberal statesmen. Speaking 
on current events he said: 

‘It matters little to Irishmen what 
Government is in power in England. 
The Tories, when in power, had a 
strong tendency to place us under the 
heels of the minority in this country, 
‘and the Liberals, when they get into 
power, have a very strong tendency to 
follow in the footsteps of the Tories. 
“So that, whether it is the Whigs or 
the Tories are in office in England, we 
find that we are still under the blight 
of Castle rule, and still subjected to 
the withering breath of ascendancy in 
this country. 

‘Hence it is that I have not much 
pleasure or desire to join in the im- 
pression that seems to be general that 
there are brighter and better times in 
store for Ireland. 

“Tl have not the bright hopes of the 
present Government that some politi- 
clans in this country seem to entertain. 
If ever we get a satisfactory measure 
of university education in Ireland, that 
measure must be squeezed out of the 
olitical necessity pf some party in 
“ngland.”’ . 

It is hoped that the prognositications 
of His Eminence may not be true. 
The pessimistic note in His Emin- 
ence’s speech was probably due to Sec. 
rectary Bryce’s action in appointing in- 
competents on the Irish Land Commis.

Doing Away With Multiplicity 
of Conventions Would

Gov. Folk has another bill, supple- 
mentary to his proposed election law, 
and which he hopes will aid materially 
in ending the reign of bosses by putting 
the people directly in control of all 
their election machinery. A _ primary 
election law, on which he is now placing 
the finishing touches, will be submitted 
to the Legislature next winter. 

The suggested law will provide that 
primaries of all parties be held through- 
out the entire State on the same day. 
There will be as many voting: places as 
on the day of the general election. The 
primary elections would be controlled by 
the three supervisors in each of the 
large cities and in each county, provided 
for in the election law. 

The Governor its of the opinion that 
there is frequently a vast amount of 
fraud connected with the holding of pri- 
maries under the present sysem. As 
they are now held, it is not infrequent 
for a man with special interest to ad- 
vance, to attend a primary or convention 
in one place one day, and next move on 
to another and to keep it up until he has 
attended a number of conventions in 
the State, working for some particular 
candidate.

| Governor believes fraud in primaries 


would be practically eradicated. 
Would Punish Fraud at Primaries. 


Under the proposed election law, 
fraudulent voting is made a felony 
punishable by imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary for from 5 to 15 years. 
In the primary law the Governor is 
to recommend to the Legislature, 
fraud at a primary is to be as severe- 
ly punished as fraud at elections. 

Under the proposed election law, of 
which the Governor has a draft pre- 
pared and which was published in the 
Post-Dispatch a week ago, three sup- 
ervisors of election are to be chosen 
in each city and the State having a 
population of 10,000 and in each coun. 
ty. They are to be chosen either by 
the musicipal assemblies of the cities 
or by the county courts, or are to be 
elected by the people. They are to 
have charge of the registration books 
and are to elect the judges and clerks 
of election under regulation of law, 
providing for equal representation of 
the two larger political parties. It is 
made the duty of the supervtsors to 
see that elections are free from fraud. 

Under the primary iaw proposed, these 
supervisors will exercise the same con- 
trol over primaries as over elections. 
They will see that no fraud is verpe- 
trated. It is generally believed there is 
much more fraud in primaries than in 
elections: This, the Governor thinks, is 
made possible by the manner In which 


they are held. 


Primaries are conducted practically 
without regulation of law and it is pos- 
sible for the grossest frauds to be per- 
petrated—frauds that will make the for- 
mality of voting a mere farce and will 
throw the votes cast at a primary in 
whatever channel the boss may desire, 
giving the wishes vf the honest voters 
practically no recognition. 

Governor Sees Advantages. 


Speaking of the proposed primary law, 
the Governor said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday In Jefferson City: 

“The nearer government can be 
brought to the people, the purer and 
better that government will be. To that 
end, a State primary law should be en- 
acted whereby all nominations will be 
by primary law, should primaries be 


ber of voting places as in the general 
election and the expenses paid in the 
same wnanner. 

“This would do away with the political 
boss, for the people would then be boss. 
The professional boss delights in a mul- 
gel of primaries and conventions. 
The ordinary citizen after attending one 
or two conventions and primaries, be- 
comes weary and gives his attention to 
other matters, leaving the field to those 
who are in politics as a profession. 

“The result is, unless the people are 
Intensely aroused, nominations are made. 
not by the people, but by those who 
have a selfish Interest to be served. A 
State primary would, as a rule, benefit 
the t man and the nominees would 
represent the people. 

“With a State primary law. there 
would be just two days that the citizen 
would have to devote, one to go to the 
pols for the nomination, and the other 
to go the polls and vote in the gen- 
eral“election. The benefits of this sys- 
tem are at once apparent and recom- 
mend themselves to all except those who 
have a selfish motive in retaining the 
present condition.” —

Politically, 
the general view is. that..by»-aeeeating 
the new proposition the President has 
served notice on the Democrats of the 
Senate that he no longer eares whether 
or not they support his rate policy, as

With the exception of the Anheuser- 
Busch and Lemp breweries, it is said, 
all of the large independent brewertes 
in St. Louis and one in East St. Louis 
and one in Belleville will be included in 
the combination. 

At a meeting yesterday afternoon ar- 
rangeménts were completed for the 
consolidation of the American, National, 
Union, Consumers, Obert, Gast. Home, 
excelsior, Green Tree, City and Schorr- 
Kolkschneider brewerles of St. Louis, 
the Central of East St. Louls, the Star 
of Belleville and the Wagner of Granite 
City. 

The breweries in the projected com- 
bination are all outside the St. Louts 
Brewing Association, commonly known 
aS the English Syndicate, which owns 
18 breweries in St. Louis. : 

The deal has. been on for several weeks 
and it is said that the capital to finance 
the scheme will come from a syndicate 
headed by James 8S. Braley of Toledo, 
O.,. who, with his son, James S. Braley 
Jr.. has been at the Planters Hotel 
since ril 30. 

Henry J. Koehler Jr., president of the 


| American .Brewery Co: and vice-presi- 


dent of the Commonwealth Trust Co., 
is mentioned for president of the com- 
bination. 

Papers Signed Yesterday. 

The signatures of all parties to the 
contract are said to have been affixed to 
the incorporation papers at yesterday 
afternoon’s meeting at the American 
Brewery. 

It is known that $4,000,000 was of- 
fered for the Lemp plant and that the 
offer was declined with the intimation 
that no figure below $7,000,000 would be 
considered. No attempt was made to 
include the Anheuser-BuSch company 
in the deal. 

The object of the incorporation is said 
to be to protect the independent brew- 
ers from the encroachments of the An- 
heuser-Busch and Lemp bréweries and 
the concerns in the St. Louls. Brewing 
Association. It is said that the largest 
interest in the combination will be held 
by the American Brewing Co.. whose 
stock will be valued at $500 a share. 

It was stated last night that all de- 
tails of the deal had been closed with 
the possibility that the Home Brewery, 
of which Anton C. Stuever is president, 
might be left out. Negotiations are still 
on for the purchase of this brewery. 

The Braleys, who will furnish the 
money to put the new combination on 
a business footing, are said to have 
drawn heavily on Eastern capital for 
the purpose. It is said that if all de- 
tails can be satisfactorily arranged the 
incorporation papers will be applied for 
Tuesday. 

The combination wili represent about 
one-third of the capital invested in the 
beer?making business in St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—Attor- 
ney-General Moody, assisted by the en- 
tire legal contingent of the Department 
of Justice, is now preparing to prose- 
cute the Standard Oil for accepting re- 
bates from the trunk railroads on shiy- 
ments of the products of the trust. This 
prosecution will be brought as the re- 
sult of the investigation conducted by 
James A. Garfield, the Commissioner of 
Corporations, who, together with his as- 
sistants, secured evidence which not 
only shows that the trust has demanded 
and received rebates on its shipments, 
but which is strong enough to enable 
the Government to secure a conviction. 

Aside from the prosecution for receiv- 
ing rebates, it is declared that the Gov- 
ernment also has enough evidence to 
enable it to prove that this great trust 
has conspired to ruin the business of its 
competitors. There will not be a prose- 
cution on the charge of conspiracy, but 
the action will be brought against the 
trust for receiving rebates in violation of 
the Elkins anti-rebate law. 

Heavy Fines the Penalty. 


This law provides that the penalty for 
each violation is a fine of $6000, and as 
the Government has evidence of many 
violations, the fine, if conviction isgse- 
cured, will be a heavy one, but out of 
all proportion to the amount of tribute 
that has been exacted from the people 
by the trust. .

Louis, who has had her husband, Will- 
iam Weinbruner, arrested on a charge of 
wife abandonment, says William has not 
kept accurate count of their moves in 
the five months that they have been 
man and wife.

Mrs. Wein- 
bruner says her husband is right about 
the separations, but that they have 
moved eight times instead of five. 

Mrs: Weinbruner was barely 18 years 
old when, as Mary Lincoln, she married 
Weinbruner five months ago.

“After we were married we went 
first to live at his sister’s at 114 Mad- 
ison avenue. At the end of two weeks 
we had a quarrel and I went back to 
Ma's. Two weeks after that we made 
up and for two weeks we boarded 
with Mrs. Henry Smith at, 1524 Kan- 
Sas avenue. We had another quarrel 
then and I went back to Ma again and 
staved with her another two weeks. 

“We made up again and lived with 
his sister again for about two weeks. 
I went back to Ma a third time and 
he sued for a divorce but we made it 
up and we lived two and a half days 
with his mother, Mrs. M. Wein- 
bruner, at 11 Brooks street. I couldn't 
stand it there and went back to Ma 
on the third day.

“The next time we made up we 
went to houskeeping upstairs over 
where Ma lives, at 918 North Eighth 
Street. Sunday night we had a -juarre] 
and 1] went downstairs and slept 
at my Ma’s.

“When he came to my house he 
ate everything he wanted,” she says, 
“and when my children went upstairs 
1 guess they had the same right.”

Mrs. Weinbruner says that ‘n tne five 
months of their wedded life her hus- 
band has given her only $16. They 
bought furniture worth $135 on time 
payments when they went to house- 
keeping. When he left Monday he 
told the furniture people to go and 
get the furniture. Mrs. Gannon locked 
the doors and would not let the fur- 
hiture be taken away, It is still 
there. 

Since the couple separated the last 
time there has been a general re- 
claiming of wedding presents. Mrs. 
Gannon says Weinbruner’s mother 
and sisters came first and took away 
everything that they had given the 
couple. Mrs. Gannon then did like- 
wise, recovering everything she had 
given them. 

“Between us,” she says, “we pretty 
nearly stripped the house.” 

Mrs. Gannon says that when § the 
frequent separations occurred Wein- 
bruner did not dare to come around 
her house. “I had a baseball bat set- 
ting behind the door,” she remarked.

FLEE FROM SUBPENAS 





Many Young Girls and Married 
Women Hurriedly Leave 
Poughkeepsie. 





CRUSADERS DETERMINED 





Police and Clergy Declare Al- 
leged Nest of Vice 
Must Go.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 
With the opening skirmish in a big cru- 
sade for the suppression of vice in this 
city, famed as the home of Vassar Col- 
lege, a social storm has started that] 
menaces half a hundred homes 6f 
wealth. The guns of the crusaders are 
trained at the outset on the Savoy Ho- 
tel, a little’ hostlery that stands barely 
100 feet beyond the municipal boundary 
and almost within the shadow of the 
famous college for young women, 

Nearly a score of girls belonging to 
highly respectable families and ranging 
in age from. 16 to 18 years have fled from 
the jurisdiction of the magistrate’s court 
where the hearing of the case is sched- 
uled to take place. With these girls the 
police meant to contribute to their evi- 
dence showing that the little wayside 
inn is a resort for disorderly and im- 
moral persons. 

Several. of these girl fugitives are 
members of well-known families and the 
fathers and mothers are in blissful ig- 
norance of the true reasons for their 
daughters’ departure from the city. On 
one pretext or another the girls got 
permission. to go away for a little visit 
with friends so as to avoid the service 
of subpenas on them by the police. They 
are not expected to return until the 
storm around the Savoy Hotel has sub- 


sided. 

But these girls are not the only fugi- 
tives. Half a dozen married women— 
the wives of respected business men in 
the city—have found it convenient to 
leave town within the last few days for 
“visits’’ with relatives or friends. The 
wholesale service of subpenas by the 
police on those who are .supposed to 
know a great deal about the character 
of the Savoy Hotel so alarmed these 
women that they lost no time in putting 
themselves beyond the reach of the cru- 
saders. ; 

More than 8&6 witnesses have been 
summoned for the hearing that is to 


begin on Monday, and nearly half are 
young girls and married women. For 
some days Charles J. McCabe, the Chief 
of Police, has been holding star-chamber 
proceedings in his private office at head- 
quarters..In that time he has had be- 
fore him 20 or 30 girls, daughters of 
some of the best families, and many of 
them have made tearful confessions 
tending to show that the hotel, which is 
kept by William C. Champlin, is not a 
desirable resort for young women. 

Many of them have begged so piteous- 
ly to be saved from exposure that the 
police have consented to drop them from 
their list of prosecuting witnesses. Chief 
McCabe says this was done for the pur- 
pose of protecting homes as well as the 
girls themselves. Had they been com- 
pelled to tell of their visits to the hotel 
near Vassar College, it .would have 
wrecked homes that are among the must 
respected in town. 

When the case against the hotel keep- 
er is called on Monday nearly every 
church in the city will be represented tn 
court. The clergy to a man have joined 
in the crusade and many of them have 
promised to lend aid to the cause by 
appearing in court. The Rev. Fr. Pat- 
rick Daly. pastor of St. Mary’s Roman 
Catholic Church, is one of the most act- 
ive of those who are pledged to give 
the city a moral house cleaning. 

Father Daly is credited with starting 
the crusade, ta fact. He called on Chief 
McCabe several weeks ago and reported 
the disappearance of a girl of 16 years 
from one of the best homes in Pough- 
keepsie. He said that the girl’s sisters 
had come to him that morning in the 
greatest distress because she had not 
returned home the night before. Chitef 
McCabe immediately sent detectives out 
to hunt for the girl. They traced her to 
the Dewey House. This started an in- 
vestigation that took the police to the 
agers of the Savoy Hotel. 


Hotel Man to Fight. 


Champlin has started out to make 
a bitter fight to save his roadside 
hotel, and keep himself out of the 
He has sum- 
hundred and fifty 
leading citizens of Poughkeepsie to 
testifv in his defense. Incidentally 
this has stirred up a veritable hor- 
net’s nest. His subpenas have been 
handed out right and left among 
churchmen and county officials. 

The hotelkeeper has not spared any- 
one in this effort to discourage the 
crusaders. Those who have been 
caught in his snare of subpenas say | 
that he has called them to testify in | 
his behalf for the sole purpose of 
humiliating them. One of those who 
drew a Champlin subpena is Henry 
"Allen, formerly one of the super- 
visors and a wealthy manufacturer. 

Mr. Allen says he was never in the 
Savoy but once, and then only for a 
minute. He thinks the hotelkeeper | 
summoned him and others expecting 
that they would call off the crusaders 
to save themselves from unpleasant 
publicity.

SCRANTON, Pa., May 5.—The conven- 
tion of anthracite mine workers, at its 
session today, voted not to strike but to 
accept the terms offered by the mine 
operators. ’ 

As soon as the convention adjourned, 
Mitchell sent a telegram to George F. 
Baer of the operators’ organization, in- 
forming him of the action of the con- 
vention’s action and asking for another 
conference. Baer replied this evening 
from Philadelphia that the operators 
would meet the Scale Committee in 
New York at 2 o'clock next Monday 
afternoon. : 

It is believed here that the miners will 
return to work Monday, May 14. 

Mitchell was asked for dn interview 
on a statement by an operator in New 
York that he and other operators would 
insist on a three years’ contract under 
the terms of 1902 or a lockout would fol- 
low. itchell, after deliberation, said 
he could give out nothing on this sub- 
ject until the conference with the op- 
erators was held. 


Opinions Vary on Action. 


‘ Opinions vary regarding the advisabil- 
ivy, so far as the Miners’ Union is con- 
cerned, of what the convention did to- 
day. On the one hand it is maintained 
that Mitchell has won the victory of his 
life, and on the other it is averred that 
the power of the United Mine Workers 
of America is gone. Some of the min- 
ers are already poverty stricken on ac- 
count of the five weeks’ suspension. 
Many kinds of business throughout the 
anthyacite region are depressed and it 
will a boon hereabouts when the min- 
ing troubles are settled. 

President Mitchell iggued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“For several months we have been 
endeavoring to negotiate a wage 


scale and adjustment of conditions of 
employment with the representatives 
of the anthracite coal mining com- 
panies. During the negotiations we 
made a number of propositions, each 
of which materially modified our orig- 
inal demands. 

“We did this not because we were 
convinced that our original provi- 
sions Were unfair or wrong, but pure- 
ly for the oe of finding a com- 
mon ground upon which we could 
reach an agreement that would se- 
cure and maintain peace in the an- 
thracite coal industry. We still be- 
lieve our first proposition was rea- 
sonably fair, notwithstanding the 
medifications we have since made in 
ace to facé with the alternative (of 
he interest of peace, and now we are 
continuing at work under our former 
conditions or declaring a strike. In 
this crisis the scale committee recom- 
mended the following policy: 


Terms of Surrender. 


“I. That we agree to work on the 
basis of the award of the Anthracite 
Coal Strike Commissi6n for such period 
of time aw may be agreed upon mutu- 
ally between the representatives of the 
anthracite coal mining companies and 
our Scale Committee, providing all men 
who suspended work on April 1 or since 


that time, or who have been dismissed 
because they stated that they would re- 
fuse to work if a strike were declared, 
are reinstated in their former positions 
and working places. 

“2. That the Scale Committee proceed 
at once to meet the representatives of 
the coal companies with a view to se- 
curing an agreement on this basis. 

“3. That the convention remain in 
Session until Tuesday and the Scale 
Committee shall report to the conven- 
tion at that time. 

“4. That the suspension of work shall 
continue until an agreement had been 
made, on the terms agreed on by the 
convention. 

“This recommendation was suggested 
by the full Scale Committee and was 
adopted unanimously by the convention, 
A telegram to Mr. Baer proposing a 
conference on Monday was sent. If a 
favorable response is received the sub- 
committee will proceed to New York to 
arrange the details of settlement and 
will report to the convention Tuesday 
morning.’’ 


MINERS DECLARE THEIR 
ACTION IS A VICTORY.

NEW YORK, May 5.—All of Barnard 
College, from the faculty duwn to the 
fluffiest freshman, was wrought up to- 
day over the reception by Prof. John 
Dewey of Columbia University to a score 
or more Barnard girls where the guest 
of honor was Mme. Andreieva, the pret- 
ty blond actress who travels with Maxim 
Gorky. That there will be an investiga- 
tion by the faculties of Columbia and 
Barnard is expected as a matter of 
course. This is likely to be more on the 
“muck rake’ than the whitewash order, 
judging by the comment at the college 
today. 
The reception of the actress, who, 
with her revolutionary companion, has 
been barred from New York’s hotels and 
cut by society women, was held at Prof. 
Dewey's rooms in the Columbia Court 
Apartments, 431 Riverside drive, Friday 
night. Every effort was made to keep 
the affair from the public, and today 
Prof. Dewey was in no pleasant frame 
of mind. To a reporter he said: ‘I will 
say nothing—absolutely nothing. It is a 

disgrace, this hounding of a man." 
‘Will you deny that Mme. Andreieva 
was your guest last night?’ 
“IT have nothing to say,” 
shouted. 
“Are you ashamed of the fact that you 
introduced the actress to Barnard girls?”’ 
“Go to the elevater boy and ask him,” 
Prof. Dewey yelled. ‘‘That's where you 
ought to get your information. Go to 
im.”’

The reference to the elevator boy was 
undoubtedly due to the Professor's sus- 
picion that it was through the boy that 
the story became known, although he 
and other employes of the place had 
been sworn to secrecy.

Personally I do not know 
that any of our girls went there last 
night. If they did I feel certain it was 
because they did not know the identity 
of the woman. You see, few of the girls 
would not be likely to know of the affair 
in whi@h the woman was involved. 

“There may have been some graduates 
of Barnard present, for many of them 
are settlement workers who would listen 
to the woman's talk with an academic 
interest and without regarding her in a 
social way.

‘Tthe clearing house shouldered the lla- 


bilities of the Chicago National Bank. 

The Traders’ Insurance Co. was one vt 
the largest fire insurance companies in 
the West. As the result of its heavy 
losses in San Franéisco, Judge Mack to- 
day wppointed Byron L. ~ ., president 
ef the Northern Trust Co., as the reée- 
ceiver, and enjoined the company from 
doing business. : 

The amount lost by the company in 
the San Francisco fire is placed approx- 
imately at $3,748,000; the total assets 
given in the petition will not exceed 
$3,300,000. In addition to this the company 
is further indebted, according to the 
petition for fire losses and upon other 
claims, to an amount aggregating $111,- 
062. All the named losses remain undis- 
charged and unpaid. 

The company has an aggregate amount 
of outstanding: politics on which no fire 
losses have occurred of $160,000,000. The 
Court was tuld that the company’s pres- 
ent unpaid losses exceeded its assets by 
more than $500,000. 

Attorney Explains Situation. 

Thomas Bates, attorney for the com- 
pany, made a statement after the legal 
papers had been filed, explaining the 
situation. 

“The first estimate of the company's 
liabilities in San Francia@co placed them 
at about $2,900,000. With this estimate in 
hand plans were made for an assess- 
ment of $200 on each of the 5000 shares, 
Today, however, we received news from 
our general adjuster, Louis A. Moore, 
that the company’s liabilities are §3,- 
748.000. 

‘his news placed an entirely new 
condition before the _ directors. The 
stockholders present did not feel able 
to stand a $400 assessment, so we decided 
to ask for a receiver. It was found that 
to reinsure Our business it would require 
more than $1,000,000. We have $160,000,000 
of insurance outstanding. Policy holders 
can bring in their policies and have 
them canceled and then file claims with 
the receiver for the balance on their 
premiums. The stockholders will lose 
all of their investment.”’ 

The Traders always has been regard- 
ed as a bankers’ company. Its officers 
are: President, Thies J. Lefens; vice- 
president, John J. Mitchell; secretary, 
S. A. Rothermel; assistant secretary, 
iS. A. Collins. 

The company Operated in almost every 
State in the United States. It has 4de- 
partment offices in Boston and New 
York. Its last financial statement of 
Jan. 1 showed assets, $43,257,276; capital, 
$500,000; reinsurance reserve, $1,314,085; 
net surplus, $1,344,723.

Phe New York was organied in 1832 
and reorganized in 1865. It had $200,000 
capital, had taken in over $7,000,000 In 
premiums and has paid out over $3,000,-

ance Exchange said today he believed a 
number of the company’s had underes- 
timated their losses in the California 
disaster, and that several would either 
have to reinsure or adopt drastic ex- 
pedients to enable them to continue in 
business.

BERLIN, “Pt 5.—Prof. Deckert, who 
has predicted that there will soon he 
more earthquake shocks in California, 
is one of the most eminent physical 
geogr aphers in Germany. He passed 10 
years in the United States and studied 
especially the seismology of California. 

The professor’ s ‘wife, an American wo- 
man, is also a distinguished seismolo- 
gist and her husband's assistant in his 
researches. 

“Between 1800 and 1888 four hundred 
and seventeen distinct earthquakes were 
recorded in California,’’ said Prof. 
Deckert to the Post-Dispatah correspon- 
dent today. “These earthquakes oc- 








curred in series and some. shocks in 
each series were severe. 

“The calculations _ I am engaged on 
give me every reason to fear that earth- 
quakes will recor in California in 
short time-- I do not go so far as to 
prophecy that these wil be disastrous 
shocks, but [ must = that all appear- 
ances point that 

“San Francisco ind its neighborhood 
is now the active heart of earthquakes 
and must so remain for some time 

“My opinion is that the coming dis- 
turbances will tend northward, up the 
valley to British Columbia. According 
to my reading of my ellipses, numer- 
ous shocks may be expected. But, I re- 
peat emphatically, it cannot be scien- 
tifically determined whether or not 
these shoeks will be serious.”’

PARIS, May 5.—Pretty Miss Jeanne 
Lageriot is in a precarious condition as 
the result of injuries from vitrol burns 
on her face inflicted by the woman 
with whose huspand Miss Lageriot was 
in love.

TO SOOTHE 


Effort Made to Modify Practi- 
cally Unanimous Denun- 
ciation of Octopus. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 6.—That citadel of 
secrecy and mystery, the Standard Oil 
Building at 26 Broadway has opened its 
gates (just a crack), raised its portcul- 


lis (about an inch), lowered its draw- 
bridge and stationed a herald at the en- 
trance to invite inside the enemy it 
feared most—publicity. The Standard 
has yee a press agent and estab- 
canee im in the citadel with an open 
oor. 

This newest officer of the Oil Trust is 
Joseph I. G. Clarke, for many years an 
editor of the New York Herald. His 
office is room No. 1406, attached to the 
department of M. F. Eliott, general 
counsel for the company. Mr. Clarke 
was installed today to give information 
to the newspapers on the company’s 
side of its battle with the Government. 

“I object to the presence of reporters,’ 
said Vice-President H. H. Rogers, at the 
recent investigation conducted by At- 
torney-General Hadley of Missouri. 

“How dare you draw my picture,’’ ex- 
claimed Vice-President John D. Arch- 
bold as he struck paper and pencil from 
ihe hands of an artist at the same hear- 
ng. 

“Mr. Rockefeller never grants inter- 
views,” his secretary has said time and 
again to correspondents. 


Former Policy of Secrecy. 


The policy of absolute secrecy about 
most trivial things has: pervaded the 
Standard in all its vast ramifications. 
The rule was laid down by Mr. Rocke- 
feller himself that any employe who 
talked or gave the slightest information 
= ress Or public should be dismissed. 

oO newspaper man seeking for infor- 
mation has ever obtained any from the 
Standard citadel. He could not even 
learn from the entrance guard or the 
elevator men the location of an official’s 
office. Threats of physical violence were 
often made against the too persistent in- 
quirer., 

From President Rockefeller down to! 
the elevator starter and bodyguard of | 
Vice-President Rogers, the same scorn 
of publicity and defiance of public opin- 
ion permeated the trust's army. The de- 
flance extended to the courts and Gov- 
ernment. 

“It is a matter of indifference to me 
what the Supreme Court of Missouri 
wishes me to state,’’ said Mr. Rogers 
to Attorney-General Hadley.

» Largest Grapevine in World 
Yields 24,000 Pounds 
One Year.

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., May 5.—The 
garden-like cove known as the Carpin- 
terla Valley, half-encircled by a pictur- 
esque range of the Santa Ynez Moun- 
tains, lies in lyre shape by the great sea 
whose tides smite the strand into cease- 
less symphonies. In this valley stands 
the world's greatest grapevine, a won- 
der of its kind acknowledged by everyone 
fortunate to pay it a visit. Santa Bar- 
bara County is entitled to distinction for 
the production of three giant vines, 
among which “la Vina Grande’’ at Car- 
pinteria easily holds the first place as 
to size and fruitage. 

In the Montecito Valley, 10 miles to 
the northwest, two out of this peerless 
trio have been grown. One was removed 
to the Centennial Exposition in Phila- 
delphia, in which city it remains on pub- 
lic anon. The other died a few 
years ago, and its trunk was placed on 
exhibitton Ty the Chamber of Commerce 

Santa Barbara. Each of these two 
ttained only two-thirds the magnifi- 
cent proportions of the one now thrift- 
ily growing at Carpinteria. 

Sixty-four years ago a Spanish wom- 
an, Joaquin Lugodi Ayala, planted a 
small twig of the Mission grape. She

grated and tended it with jealous ¢are 
through its early growth, and in later 
years kept it neatly trellised and 
trimmed. Some 20 years ago the vine 
was purchased with a plot of ground by 
Jacob Wilson, who has since denied it 
further compass by keeping it constant- 
ly pruned. Its present measurements, 
powers are by no means uninterest- 
ing. At the ground the giant trunk 
measures 9 feet 9 inches in circumfer- 
ence. Five feet above ground it has a 
girth of 7 feet 11 inches. At a height of 
six feet the trunk branches into five 
divisions. These five branches have a 
combined circumference of 14 feet U 
inches, the smallest measuring 2 feet 
and the 'argest 4 feet 3 inches. Within 
a radius of 18 feet from the trunk there 
are 29 subdivisions or runners, each 
measuring from 10 to 22 inches In cir- 
cumference, together with countless 
smaller branches. The longest runner 
at present reaches the enormous dis- 
tance of 76 feet. 

The trellis, which 1s entirely over- 
spread, is 100 by 110 feet in dimensions, 
embracing an area of approximately 
one-fourth of an acre. A company of 
800 people are said to have at one time 
found shade beneath the umbrageous 
brancheas. 

The vine is still of healthy growth. 
and, if permitted to do so, bids fair to 
further enlarge itself by many square 
rods. The largest crop ever yet actually 
weighed out was 10 tons, ip 1895. This 
did not include miscellaneous distribu- 
tions to visitors and friends of the pro- 
prietor. A common estimate of the en- 
tire yield was 24,000 pounds. The larger 
clusters are reported to have weighed 
nine to ten pounds each. Various ex- 
osition associations have tendered 
andsome sums for the possession of 
this queenly giant, but so far its propri-

ODESSA, Russia, May  5.—Three 
months before the close of the Russo- 
Janasese war, a beautiful young wom- 
the wife 
of an Odessa engineer, abandoned her 
husband and disappeared—no one knew 
whither. But iast January Mr. Kolorgit- 
zeff learned from a contractor, who had 
returned to Odessa from Harbin, that 
Lydia had been seen in Harbin ‘leading 
a high life. Kolomitzoff determined to 
go to Harbin. 


Whilst in the train on his way there. 
the engine driver observed, as he was 
approaching a Manchuria station, a hu- 
man body on the rails. This turned 
out to be a finely dressed woman 
with her throat cut and a deep wound 
sun the chest, apparently caused by a 
knife.

_This object of the Government's sus- 
picion is at once wealthy, an anarchist 
and a philanthropist. After his superb 
villa at St. Brevin was destroyed by fire. 
most mysteriously, Fromentin bought a 
vast tract of land on the outskirts. of 
Choisy le Rol Park, near Paris. On this 
land he built many attractive three- 
story cottages, which he rented at nom- 
inal figures to ‘‘poor but deserving’ an- 
archists. The settlement is so distinct 
from its surroundings that it resembles 
a separate community. All its streets 
are named after famous Revolutionisés.

NEW YORK, May 5.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
ket today, says: 

Wall Street.—The confusing movement 
and counter ‘movement of currency this 
week made it difficult, even after know- 
ing what the interior shipments and 
treasury exchanges actually were, to 
calculate how reserves of the New York 
banks had been affected. But the state- 
ment shows $2,900,000 increase of loans. 
As a result, the surplus reserve, instead 
of rising, falls $4,167,000 below last Sat- 
urday. : 

This showing was somewhat discon- 
certing, and, under other circumstances, 
might have upset the market. It came, 
however, when the feeling that, the 
break in stocks was over was still 
uppermost in the financial mind, and 
when news from Scranton strongly indi- 
cated that the coal strike would be end- 
ed by the miners. This coal trade news, 
which arrived very early, caused gener- 
al recovery in the opening hour, with a 
o-point rise in Reading. 

After the bank statement appeared 
prices moved rather irresolutely, and 
some stocks lost ground. There was no 
general weakness, however, and the 
market closed quiet at a net advance. 
Engagement of another block of gold 


from [ondon, moderate lowering of 
time-money rates and the news that 
some currency was being sent back from 
California naturally had a good effect 
On sentiment. Prevalent opinion regard- 
ing the bank statement was that the 
real position, at least in regard to bank 
holdings, is better than the official fig- 
ures indicate. 

_ After so violent a fall and recovery 
in prices as has occurred this week, the 
financial mind is always left in much 
confusion about the future. The con- 
ict of opinion is, indeed, more striking 
than usual at present, because the per- 
plexities which confront the Wall Street 
community also confront the business 
communities elsewhere in the country. 


Conditions Abnormal. 
The reader may take his choice among 
the diagnoses, as the bewildered Wall 
Street ‘professional’ is compelled to do. 


What he will probably conclude, if hig 
wits have been sharpened by experience, 
is that a very abnormal position has 
been created, which must be watched 
with especial care. He will not draw 
hasty inference from the 5-point recov- 
ery after a 4%-point decline, and will not 
mistake the recoil from extreme de- 
clines for a renewal of the ‘‘boom.” 

Fossibly he will recall the enthusiasm 
with which the rise of May, 1901, was 
Sreeted, and the exasperating manner 
in which the market fell into a state of 
complete inertia after ‘‘the shorts” had 
covered. If he has studied carefully the 
course of events financial during the 
present year, he is likely to end with 
the belief that inertia in Wall street 
would be the best soluiuon of the present 
perplexities. After a while, when one 
can see what happens to the currency 
sent West and ine gold brought from 
Kngland, when Europe’s money markets 
have shown their hand and Our cron 
outlook is reasonably assured, it will be 
time for prophecy. 

Grain—it was quiet most of the day in 
domestic grain markets and the. varia- 
tions were generally narrow, although 
in the main, a firmer feeling obtained. 
as offerings were light and shorts nerv- 
ous, Buying wheat was prompted part- 
ly by Chicago manipulation and coider 
weather in the Northwest. It was stag- 
nant in. the cash market, as exporters 
were showing great indifference. ln fact 
some of them are endeavoring to sel] 
corn at lower prices than asked by loca} 
dealers. 

Coton Market Dull. 


Cotton—Speculation in the cotton mar- 
ket has been very dull this week. The 
average daily transactions have not ex- 


ceeded 100,000 bales. This dullness has 
been to a great extent the result of 
the disturbance in money and demorai- 
ization in’ the stock market, naturally 
restricting speculative business, espe- 
cially among outsiders. 

Despite these conditions, however, the 
market has shown remarkable underly- 
ing strength, and the point is made that 
if fhe fundamental conditions were not 
healthy, cotton values would certainly 
have suffered in sympathy with the 
great depression in securities on the 
stock exchange. The Liverpool markets 
and also those at New Orleans have 
been as dull as ours, but their tone has 
been ually as firm. Spot cotton prices 
in the South have been strongly held at 
last week's basis of 111-8 te 11 1-4 cents 
at the principal interior and seaboard 
recelving points. 

Fhe eotton market was stronger and

Depression in the Eastern Stock 
Market Is Reflected 
Here, 


By R. 0. JOHNSON. 

It is not necessary to state that the 
disaster at San Francisco was not the 
fundamental factor in the slump in the 
stock market, it was simply the last 
straw that broke the back of a bull 
speculation that has been fostered in the 
face of more adverse influences than 
any other bull market in the history of 
the country. . 

Stocks had risen sharply for a peri@d 
of nearly two years largely on market 
manipulation by very wealthy pool-op- 
erators until prices had been lifted in 
some instances over one hundred per 


cent. 

The paper profits made during the 
prolonged rise, made most of the operat- 
ing pools almost impregnable to bear 
news or attacks. 

This acounts* for the pronounced 
strength that the market displayed 
when money was loaning on call at 4v 
per cent. 

Also for the tenacity shown by specu- 
lators to hold on during an investigation 
of the leading insurance companies of 
the country, which in ordinary timvs 
would have put stocks down $20 to $3 
per share, 

Other factors in the situation which 
were entirely ignored were the revolu- 
tionary uprising in Russia, the Russian- 
Japanese war, the Moroccan cohtro- 
versy, the possibility of a coal strike 
and the adverse corporation legislation 
now sweeping the country. 

Any one of these factors, had it not 
been for the strength of the market 
pools would have been sufficient to have 
caused a marked decline. 


Pools Support, 


But with the pools still supporting 
stocks at all times, and in the face of 
all conditions, a really unhealthy mark- 
et position -was given-an aspect of sta- 
bility, and owing to the prosperity of 
the country great amount of long 
securities were gradually louded off on 
the public. 

Then what happens? Like. a clap 
from a clear sky comes the news of the 
destruction of San Francisco, involving 
@ loss in property—actual not paper 
property—or upward of $206,000,000, and 
the entire credit system of the country 
which has been built up largely on the 


speculative movement of the past two 
years is thrown out of equilibrum over 


night. 

The first effort is to sustain values 
and give the country the assurance that 
securities are not to suffer severely. 
The investment issues therefore are giv- 
en excellent support. 

But there’s the rub. These same in- 
Vestnrent issues naturally were most 
directly involved, as the fire insurance 
companies which were the most severe 
sufferers in the Frisco losses, hold thes® 
investment issues entirely, and were in 
many instances forced to liquidate 
ther. 

This is realized over night by the big- 
gest bear operators on Wall street and 
a vicious drive :gainst the _ strictly 
high-class securities results. 

Gradually the liquidation starts and as 
it increases the entire country begins to 
realize that the Frisco disaster is of 
much more importance from the finan- 
cial standpoint than at first realized. 
Fear seizes on the small holders and 
their securities go overboard. The raid- 
ing goes on by the bear interests, who, 
as the decline progresses, become more 
powerful, 

With the decline in the high-priced in- 
vestment issues the demand for the 
speculative industrial securities ceases, 
and pool interests endeavor in vain to 
check the selling as the small marginal 
holders are forced to let go. 

Then the banking interests, who for 
months have been supplying funds to 
many of the leading pools, realizing 
that the situation is a delicate one, 
commence to call for additional collat- 


a 


cf 


inate against certain class of sXcurities. 
This forces mere stock on the market, 
adds to the extreme nervousness that 
prevails, carries prices to a_lower level 
and finally forces some of the weaker 
pools to disgorge their holdings. 

Pool is then selling out on pool. De- 
morulization results, stocks are thrown 
over without regard to value or future 
possibilities, and a violent break border- 
ing on a panic is the result. 

When the selling is at its height comes 
the news from Washington that the 
President's message, accompanying 
Commissioner Garfield’s report on the 
investigation of the Standard Oil Co., 
will be drastic in the extreme, and a 
frenzied selling movement carries prices 
to the bottom of the decline a in 
some instances $30 or $40 per share from 
their recent high levels, and is only 
checked by heroic support by the bank- 
ing interests when the market is border- 
ing on a panic. 

These the Conditions. wn 


These have been the conditions that 
have prevailed on Wall street since the 
Frisco disaster. 

How far the liquidation must go to 
adjust itself to the paper anc actual 
losses thet have been precipitated 
throughout the country remains to be 
seen, but it would seem that unless the 
pressure from Government sources on 
the corporations of the country jis go-

HOGS REGAIN LOSSES 





Sheep Receipts Heavy, but 
Prices Hold Stiff on 
the Best. 


Receipts of livestock last week were 
heavier in every department except in 
the hog houses. The total number of 
cattle at the six principal Western 
markets was 140,400 head, against 115,400 
the week previous. A total of 12,900 
head was received at St. Louis, against 
10,300 the week preceding. 

While this was ‘not a very heavy run, 
beeves were on an uneven and lower 
basis the fore part of week in the na- 
tive alleys. Values ruled off fully 10@i5c 
and disposal was very slow. Most of the 
decline was on the medium grades and 
eee killers, which held very glow and 

raggy all week, while the heavier 
kinds sold stronger at the close. 

The top for the week Was $6.45 for 
one load of steers averaging 1124 
pounds. Good to choice steers solid 
trom $5@5.45, medium to good, $4.35 
@4.90, with the common to medium 
kinds going from $3.§0@4.25. Choice 
to fancy yearlings sold at $5 @5.40. 

In butcher cattle values ruled strong 
to 10c higher, especially in kinds that 
bring $4.25 and upward, but other 
grades were rather slow sale. Cows 
were slow sale, especially the kinds 
that came in competition with South- 
ern cattle, but late in the week they 
acquired some strength and gold full 
steady with the close of the previous 
week. 

Choice fancy heifers sold from $4.70 
@6; good to choice, $4.35@4.60; me- 
dium to good, $3.50@4.25; inferior to 
fair, $2.75@3.25. Choice fancy cows 
went at $4.15 @4.50; fair to good, $3@ 
4; cutters, $2.40 @2.90. 

A very heavy supply of southern 
cattle Was on sale and in the face of 
that fact prices averaged fuliy 10c 
higher than the close of the preceding 
week. The bulk of the fair to good 
steers sold from $3.75 to $4.40, against 
$3.65 @4.25 the period preceding. Top 
steers sold at $4.60, eight cars bring- 
ing that price, while 15 cars of good 
ones went at $4.40@4.50. Cows, 
calves and bulls formed a small per- 
centage of the receipts, and while 
cows and calves went steady, bulls 
showed a weaker tendency. 


Hogs Regain Losses. 
At the six principal Western points 
last week, 242,400 head of hogs were 


received against 249,200 the ai oy 
period. St. Louis received 3,400 
against 35,300. The quality of the 
hogs was fairly good, but there were 
few good heavy. Prices broke 10@15c 
the first few days, but at the close, 
with a good demand from city butch- 
ers and packers, values reacted until 
offerings were selling nearly steady 
with the previous week. The highest 
price reached during the week was

Receipts of sheep at the six princi- 
pal Western markets numbered 161,- 
300 head, against 149,900 the week 
preceding, while the run at 8t.

Removed. 





PARALYSIS DISAPPEARS 





Man’s First Desire After Ordeal 
Was to Go Back to 
Work. 


The surgeon's skill in a most deli- 
cate surgical operation restored feel- 
ing Friday to the legs of Louis Hart- 
man, who had been paralyzed as 
the result of an accident nearly a 
week previous. A piece of ver- 
tebra pressing against the  spinl 
cord eaused paralysis. A surgeon 
deftly removed the projecting ver- 
tebra. When Hartman became con- 
scious after the effects of the an- 
esthetic had worn off and he discov- 
ered that feeling had returned to his 
legs, he said: 

“Now I can work, can’t I, and sup- 
port my family?” 

Hartman was injured by what is 
known as a run of siate in a Belleville 
mine, The under part of the huge pile 
became undermined and the top-heavy 
mass crashed down upon him. The great 
weight bent him nearly double and the 
twelfth vertebra was shattered. Para- 
lyzed, hopelessly many believed, he was 
taken to Elizabeth’s Hospital in Belle- 


ville. 
His Life Despaired of. 


By the pressure against the spinal 
cord, the nerve forces were prevented 
from extending through the man’s sya- 
tem beyond the injured vertebra. His 
life was despaired of, and, even if he 
lived, many thought he was doomed to 
be a helpless cripple. 

The family iistened to the advice of 
surgeons and concluded an operation 
was necessary. It was performed Thurs- 
day by Dr. Hugo E. Wangelin. assisted 
by Drs. L. G. Baechtel and George E. 
Hilgarde, all of Belleville. 

In explaining the operation vesterday, 
Dr. Wangelin said: 

‘The piece of projecting vertebra, flat- 
tened against the spinal cord, paralyzed 
the patient below the injury. The nerve 
forces were shut off much as a heavy 
pressure on an artery would = the 
flow of blood through the _ circulatory 
system. 

“We cut tnto the vertebra and re- 
moved the tiny piece that caused the 
paralysis. The operation is a most del- 
icate one and also an unusual one. The 
surgeon must be careful to do no injury 
to the spinal cord or any of the nerves. 

“The patient is recovering nicely 
and the operation was successful, al- 
though, of course, Hartman has no 
use of his legs yet. He ts merely 
sensible to pain in them, which shows 
the cause of the paralysis is removed. 


Patient is Grateful. 


Hartman was seen at the hospital 
yesterday. “I am giad the operation 
was so successful,’ said he, “but, of 
course, I will feel better when I get 


out—the doctor says it will not be 
long. 

“How did it seem when feeling was 
restored to my legs? It felt mighty 
good. When I went to sleep before 
the operation, I could feel nothing. 
My legs just seemed heavy and use- 
less. You could stick pins into them 
and I'd never feel it. But after the 
operation it was different. I reached 
down and pinched my leg and I tell 
you when I felt it I was grateful. 

“The first thing I thought of was 
my wife and the little baby home. } 
was wondering how they would be 
provided for. Now that I am likely 
to recover and can soon work again, 
1 fee] better. A fellow feels kind of 
tough, laid up in bed and not know- 
ing whether he will be able to care 
for his family.

Yields That Will Break 
Records. 





WHEAT IS FAR BETTER 


Cotton and Corn Fine, With 
Marked Increase of 
Acreage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., May 56.—With all 
past years for comparison, this year 
will be the fattest and richest in the 
history of Oklahoma. In writing about 
Oklahoma the superlative has become 
commonplace, but even under the pen- 
alty of being trite, there is no escape 
from its use. Never before at this time 
of year has the wheat prospect been 
so good. Conditions for its growth have 
been almost perfect. The acreage is 
no greater than last year, but there is 
not a county in Oklahoma where the 
condition of wheat is less than 9 per 
cent, and in many counties it is 100. 

A month ago the report of C. V. Top- 
ping, secretary of the Oklahoma Grain 
Dealers’ Associatio® showed the condi- 
tion of wheat to be 100 in every county 
except one, where it was 87. During 
April tho rains were timely and abun- 
dant and growing weather ideal. 


More Wheat and Corn. 


There are various estimates of the an- 
nua: output of wheat in Oklahoma, run- 
ning from 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 bushels. 
Mr. Topping estimates that; acre for 
acre, the yield will show a 2% per cent 
increase over 19%, whatever the average 
total yield may be. According to Mr. 
Topping there has been a 2% per cent in- 
crease in the acreage of corn, especially 
in Indian Territory, where the wheat 
acreage is much smaller and the corn 
acreage much greater than in Oklahoma. 
He believes that ,the two territories will 
produce 80,000,000 bushels of corn, 

Notwithstanding the efforts of allied 
growers to increase the price of cotton 
by restricting the acreage, there - 
ably will be more cotton pianted in Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory this spring 
than any previous year. The high prices 
paid for cotton last year is the incentive. 

Fruit Escapes the Frost. 

There is nothing within reason to pre- 
vent the biggest yield of fruit since 
orehards were planted in Oklahoma. 
There was A shortage in 1904 and 190 
from frost./ Frost caused Httle damage 
this season, and the trees have a super- 
abundance of vitality, which shouid 
bring perfection in size and quality. 
Apricots seldom escape frost in Okla- 
homa, but this time the trees are load- 
ed with fruit, as are the almond trees, 
the first to feel the nipping pf frost. 

The surest sign of the buSiness out- 
look in a State is the manner of the 
coinmercial travelers who visit its 
towas. The commercial traveler in Ok- 
lahoma this spring, like the farmer's 
boy, is whistling as he works, and is 
ready to ‘‘mateh” dollars on the most 
trivial question. 


DEATH ENDS WORK 
OF ENGLAND'S MOST 
NOTED BOOKWORM 


Librarian of British Museum 
Was Ready Reference to 
His Volumes. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


LONDON, May 5.—With the death of 


Dr. Richard Garnett, the famous libra- 
rian of the British Museum, England 
loses the man who is said to have 
known more about the contents of the 
books than any other man in the world. 
He spent practically ali his life with 
the volumes under his care, and ab- 
sorbed their contents. When he once 
read a thing, he never forgot tt. His 
memory was so marvelous that in many 
cases he would direct a man to the 
very page in which a certain subject 
was treated. 

Harry Furniss related a case in which 
one of his friends, gathering informa- 
tion on a subject with which very few 
people are acquainted, after ran- 
sacking all the libraries of the Conti- 
nent, came to Dr, Garnett and asked 
whether he Knew anything about the 
subject. The aged librarian answered 
promptly: 

“We have only one book in which the 
subject is treated. I will send for it 
and you will find your jnformation on 
page 630.’’ 

Dr. Garnett started as a junior agsist- 
ant in 1851 and gradually advanced to 
the position of Keeper of Printed 
Books. He was an extensive writer, 
leaving 2 volumes, mostly biographical, 
poems, besides contributions of articles 
to various encyclopedias, including the 


Britannica.

best-known book. 

wrote a play dealing with the 
life of Snakspeare. 

The printed catalogue of the British 
Museum -was perhaps his most import- 
ant undertaking and most useful work. 
When Dr. Garnett first came to the mu- 
seum, the catalogue consisted of 3,0w 
volumes, all written by hand and in 
many cases unreadable. He proposed 
to have it printed. The Government 
made an appropriation of $60,000 a year 
for the purpose, and it took 10 years 
to have the catalogue completed. It 
made 800 volumes, containing about four 
million entries, to which 60,000 new en- 
tries are added every year.

PARIS, May 6.—Marie Antoinette’s 
necklace, which lies in a pawnehop safe, 
has become the object of a lawsuit. The 
real owner of the historic jewels, Prince 
Jaime de Bourbon, an officer in the 
Russian army, is fighting in the civil 
courts to regain the priceless heirloom. 

The Prince, who is the Spanisn pre- 
tender’s son, left tne necklace two years 
ago with Parisian jewelers to be re- 
paired. A sharped named Deligne, who 
called himself Count Spa, got posses- 
sion of the necklace, without authoriza- 
tion by Don Jaime, as the latter 
swears, and gave itt over to a firm of 
bankers, Pollak Rothchild, who the 
Prince alleges pawned them for $40,000. 

Don Jaime succeeded in having De- 
ligne condemned to 10 months’ imprison- 
ment vy the Correctional Court. Now 
he revives his old grievance, claim.ng 
that, since the jeweler surrendered the 
necklace without his permission, he and 
the bankers should pay to get it out of 
pawn and also foot the bill for inci- 
dental expenses. 

The bankers and the jeweler laugh at 
the dashing officer’s charges, and have 
been rude enough to testify that De- 
ligne was the Prince’s paid accomplice, 
and that the whole affair of the neck- 
lace was a scheme to raise money for 
the impoverished Bourbon. 

The Court has not yet rendered a de- 
ciston.

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ANOTHER JAPANESE INVASION if 
CF THE Sout 


RESH impetus has now been given the rice in- 
dustry in Texas and Louisiana by the colo- 
nization of Japanese in the rice lands of those 

states. It is not generally known, but practically all 
the rice grown in the United States is rs.sed in a few 
counties along the Guif coast of Texas and Louis- 
jana. 

Just before the beginning of the Russo-Japanese 
War railroads, land companies and rice millers }:egan 
a campaign to interest Japanese in rice culture in 
the Southwest, Agents were sent to Japan and in- 
duced experts in rice growing to come to this country 
and investigate and report to their Government and 
their countrymen the possibilities as they exist in 
this country. | 

Many of these experts were brought over at no 
expense to themselves, and were favorably im- 
pressed with the advantages offered here. Arrange- 
ments were completed for sending over practical rice 
farmers, but these arrangements, for the most part, a 
were interfered with by the war, and not much was 
accomplished in this direction until after the treaty 
of peace had been signed. 

Since then, and to a limited extent before, many 
Japanese have emigrated to the great rice country 
of the Southwest, and now there are several flourish- 
ing colonies, notably at Webster, near Houston, Tex.

The on!, 
really successful rice farms so far in cultivation hav: 
been developed by the white races—Americans, Ger- 
mans, the native Louisiana French, and now the 
Mongolian Japanese. 

The rice industry in Texas and Louisiana has been 
developed within the past twenty years. In 1889 
Texas had only 178 acres planted in rice; ten years 
later there were only about 8000 acres, but then the 
industry took on new life as the possibilities were 
discovered, and in 1905 there were approximately 
400,000 acres planted in Texas and about 300,000 in 
Louisiana. Last year, although there was only about 
three-fourths of a crop, more than 4,900,000 barrels, 
of about 100 pounds to the barrel, were threshed. 
The average price paid for paddy rice, as it is called 
as it comes from the field, is from 1 1-2 to 3 cents a 
pound. The price for mill rice is from 5 to 10 cents 

pound. 

Rice was grown on the James River, Virginia, as 
early as 1646, since which time it has developed 
southward and westward in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Mississippi. The 
total annual product of that region, however, did not 
make the industry, commercially speaking, an im 
portant crop. 

The areas used were for the most part low lands, 
which demanded an expensive mode of culture. Con. 
sequently the areas of cultivation in those states 
have decreased within the last twenty years to less 
than one-fourth of the former extent, and is now leas 
than 10 per cent of the area devoted to the crop in 
the United States. 

The development of the rice industry of the coast. 
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atl prairies of Southwestern Louisiana’and South- 
eastern Texas began in 
1885, when settlers from the grain producing states 
of the Middle West found that they could apply the 
cultural implements and harvesting machinery used 
in the wheat fields of the West to rice culture on the 
flat prairie lands of Southwestern Louisiana. 
Experience brought about improvements year after 
Great pumping plants were erected upon the 
rivers and streams, and extensive systems of over- 
land canals, with their laterals, were built for the 
Nooding of rice fields. Settlers went from the North

The veins in the richer groups are divided into 
simple and compound. Simple veins are single veins 
uniform in character across their breadth, although 
in relation to each other and in different places along 
their length they may vary greatly in width and 
richness, 

A compound vein, on the other hand, is a vein of 
veins, or a wide vein subdivided into a number of 
narrow ones, varying in width. These sub-veins are 
usually so close together that the barren or hard 
spaces between them are so narrow that it is prac- 
tically impossible to drill in a well and shoot it; that 
is, shatter the surrounding strata at the bottom of 
the well with a charge of nitroglycerin, without get- 
ting oil. In most compound veins are found very 
rich streaks or sub-veins wider and richer than their 
fellows, which when drilled into produce gushers or 
wells of large production. With one exception, so 
far as my extensive tests have discovered, all the ex- 
tra large producing oil wells in the United States 
are the product of rich streaks in compound veins. 

THE ST. LOUIS COMBINATION. 

With this explanation, what I have to say of the 
rich systems of veins passing partly under and ad- 
jacent to St. Louis will be intelligible. The following 
data is from records made Jan. 3 and Feb. 25, 1905: 

A combination of six distinet series or groups of 
veins, which I have denominated the St. Louis com- 
bination, come down from the north in Illinois. I 
have traced them as far north as Tiskilwa and 
Spring Valley, towns on the C., R. I, & P. Railway.

I there-— 
fore speak with knowledge and authority when I say 
the St. Louis combination, for area and richness, is 
rarely equaled.

How Glass Will Be Used.

N many instances. wire glass has 
ff given sufficient evidence of being 
a fireproof material and, where i 
‘s properly set in a riveted copper frame 
and sash, it affords the best possible pro- 
tection that can be placed in an opening. 
It is to be recommended for use in sky- 
lights and windows for warehouse and 
factory buildings, and in the latter case 
a great deal of initial expense and labor

A skyscraper goes through an earthquake like 
one of the big trees of California. It rocks and 
shakes and trembles, and then resumes its former 
position. The latest skyscrapers are being built to 
permit of oscillation, not occasionally, but daily. A 
seismograph placed in the big downtown skyscrapers 
of St. Louis would astonish the tenants of those 
buildings by showing how the structures oscillate ina 
strong wind. The president of the Fuller Construc- 
tion Co. on this page tells how some of the giant 
office structures of New York oscillate as much as 
two feet in the top stories. Instead of this being 
a source of weakness, it is one of strength, just as 
the giant trees bend before the breeze, where, if 
they were absolutely rigid, they would break. 

San Francisco skyscrapers could not, of course, 
withstand dynamite, which was applied to some of 
Others were antiquated, put up before the 
taltimore fire.

Such a “shopper” is worth from $20 to $30 per week 2

HE young woman with a knack for picking up 
bargains and a keen eye for values wil] find 
in the position of professional shopper not 


'only dn avenue for money making, but a path that 
‘leads to an independent business venture, if such 


be her ambition. 

There are various ways of starting in this work. 
Women who have a large out-of-town or suburban 
acquaintance simply announce to their women friends 
that they will take shopping commissions. Orders 
in large or small quantities are executed without 
charge to the patron, because the shopper is allowed 
a commision varying from 5 to 10 per cent by the 
firm whose goods she purchases. To become such a pur- 
chasing agent she must register with all the leaaing 
shops, presenting credentials or references, and re- 
ceiving in many of the stores a discount check, which 
she presents when settling for each purchase. 

Very few young women have che acquaintance or 
standing to plunge thus boldly into the work, and 
they should serve an apprenticeship in a shop. Ap- 
plication ‘to the superintendent of a department 
store for a position in the mail order department 
should be made. In all the larger stores there are 
frequent openings in this line, and the salary ranges 
from $6 to $15 per week. Here the girl learns how 
to fill mail orders for out-of-town customers, how 
to match trimmings, buttons, etc., to dress fabrics, 
values in materials and all the little tricks of trad- 
ing which lay a firm foundation for her future career. 

A shrewd young woman who knows how to pre- 
sent an impersonal, indifferent appearance to clerks 
can sometimes secure an opening as a shopper for a 
store. She is sent to all stores competing with the 
one she serves to buy lengths of goods sold at spe- 
cial sale --in fact, to bring home samples of any 
articles specially advertised. In this way all stores 
keep in touch with the values offered by competitors, 
and there is one woman who has been a professional 
shopper for a St. Louis department store for three 
has never been detected by rival firms.

From either the mail order or the shopping de- 
partment of a good store a girl can branch out 
as a shopper on her own account, advertising herself 
as a purchasing agent in the better class of wom- 
en’s magazines. There are such women today whose 
commissions run into the thousands annually, and 
they increase the profits by buying goods at sales 
and holding them until the regular price is resumed. 

One successful shopper started as an apprentice 
girl in a dressmaking shop, but soon found that her 
talent lay in matching goods and shopping for the 
head of the establishment, 
stitches. She worked up her trade among patrons 
of the shop in which she started. Another young 
woman failed as an artist because she was without 
sufficient technical training. She turned her artistic 
talent to account in the upholstery and curtain 
department of a store and gradually became a shop- 
per on her own account. 

One woman writes to me that she has done very 
well as a professional marketer. She lived in a large 
flathouse, and, having no children, was anxious to 
earn a little money in her leisure moments. She 
marketed first for half a dozen of her neighbors, who, 
for one reason or another, could not go to market 


every day. Her commission of 5 per cent was al- 


lowed by the butcher, the baker and the grocer, and 
at first she merely paid part of her own living ex- 
penses.

Baby Pointers for Young Mothers 4 : 


OR the benefit of hundreds of young mothers it 
will be well to give a few hints gleaned: from 
the actual experience of a mother whose 

baby is now not quite two weeks old. Of course 
the first bathing and dressing is done by the nurse, 
after which the little newcomer is laid by the side 
of the mother to rest quietly for a time after its 
journey with the stork.

They expect to make quick work of it, and the as- 
surance is given that by the end of the present sum- 
mer the onee traveted highway across the prairies 
will be marked by an unbroken succession of: tab- 
lets extending from Franklin to Santa Fe, a distance 
of 800 miles.

The trail was a small thing com- 
pared to some of the Spanish-American freighting 
routes of early days, but it was five times as long a 
trek as the American pioneer had ever attempted. 
In picturesqueness, danger and hardship it was un- 
equaled. The: howling wilderness intervened be- 
tween the advance post of civilization in Missouri 
and the old Spanish city of Santa Fe, almost a thou- 
sand miles southwest of the Missouri River. 

The first Missourians to attempt to go down there 
were traders, and they made the journey with pack 
trains. Santa Fe was at that time the capital of a 
Spanish province, and it wae as foreign as if it might 
have been half-way around the globe. The dreaded 
prison of the Spaniard threw its shadow far north 
on the Western prairie, and St. Louis traders risked 
a trip into the Sioux, the Cheyenne and the Crow 
country of the Northwest before they woul! hazard 
Santa Fe.

the caravan, was paid $100 per month, and the driv- 
ers got $25. So a train of the sort that ran over 
the Santa Fe Trail in those days was a very ex- 
pensive plant. As a result, prices in the Southwest 
were tremendous, Charles F. Lummis, the foremost 
of the present day historians of that part of the 
country, says he can recall the time when a little 
paper of needles sold down there at a dollar. 

The second and greater epoch of the trail began in 
1849, when gold was found in California. The old 
trail then beeame one of the reaches in the longer 
and greater highway to California. In the summer 
of 1849, within six weeks, 1500 wagons crossed the 
Missouri River at St. Joseph, Mo., bound for Cali- 
fornia. In 1850 one of the historians of the trail 
counted 459 westbound wagons within the space of 
nine miles. 

Lummis says of the trail in 1849, when the traf- 
fic over it touched its zenith: 

“In its pathless distances, its inevitable hardships 
and its frequent savage perils, reckoned with the 
character of the men, women and children con- 
it stands alone. The era was one of national 
and not only the professional failures, 
but ministers, doctors, lawyers, merchants and 
farmers, with their families, caught the new yellow 
fever and betook themselves to a journey fifty times 
as hard and long as the average of them had ever 
taken Powder, lead, foodstuffs, household 
goods, sisters, mothers and babieS rode in the 
Osnaburg-sheeted prairie schooners, or whatsoever 
wheeled conyeyance the emigrant could secure, up 
from ancient top buggies to new Conestogas; while 
the men rode their horses or mules or trudged be- 
hind the caravans.

ALNUT growing as an industry that will 

yield enormous profits is now described by 

Luther Burbank, the California “wizard 

of plant life.” He states that nuts from the very 

hest variety of grafted trees bring as high as 18 and 

20 cents a pound, and he gives the interesting actual 
recorded history of one tree. 

For a period of eight years its average yield was 
such that, at the highest figures mentioned by him 
as possible prices, one can compute that it would 
have brought returns of more than $70 a year. On 
the theory that the ~~ price should not be used 
as a basis to estimate the possible profits of a wal- 
nut grove one can figure on even half that price— 
10 cents a pound—and still this tree would have 
brought its owner $35 a year for eight years. It 
had been yielding a number of years before any rec- 
ord was kept of its production. 


For a great many years the demand for walnut 
lumber has been such that in this section of the coun- 
try, and, in fact, throughout the United States, these 
trees have been cut until, compared to their extent 
at one time, they are now almost extinct. During 
this period of ransacking the forests for walnut 
wood for furniture the value of the nut itself as a 
food product has been overlooked. But with Mr. 
Burbatik’s unequivocal support of the planting of 
walmut groves as a commercial proposition it is 
expected that the industry will advance enormously 


: ¥. in roportion, especially in Californiag where Mr, 
ee _ Borbank has made his experiments, and where the

soil and climate are adapted to the best varieties of 
these nuts. 

Mr. Burbank points out that as a food nuts have 
now reached an established place on the tables of 
the country, and that the chief kind used is walnuts. 

“Nothing that grows on trees has generally paid 
better than walnuts,” is Mr. Burbank’s compre- 
hensive assertion—and he is not given to asser- 
tions that he is not able to back up with evidence. 
Mr. Burbank indicates the Royal walnut as the best 
for commercial food purposes, and says the Fran- 
quette and Santa Rosa varieties aré the best spec’es, 
It is from a grove of the latter that he makes his 
price quotation of 18 and 20 cents|a pound, stating 
that these have never brought less and that the 
price is by the ton. 


It is a Santa Rosa tree, too, that gave the yield 
from which the estimate used here was made. Mr. 
Burbank says the best results are obtained, without 
regard to the cultivated variety used, by gratung 
on the native black walnut. In that way & more 
substantial root is: secured and from two to four 
times as many nuts result, he claims. These are 
invariably of larger -size and better quality, and the 
trees are said to live longer and be less susceptible 
to biight and disease. 

He recommends the planting of nuts from some 
vigorous black walnut tree, three or four in a place, 
At the end of. the first year all but the most vigor- 
ous of the shoots should be cut out. After from 
three to six years the cultivated species may be 


grafted on and thus advantage be taken of the strong 
roots and body of the native black walnut to sup- 
port the heavy growth of the better variety of nuts. 
In the meantime, the ground does not lie idle. It 
may be planted to “any hoed crop,” says Mr. Bur- 
bank, or even to fruit and other trees.

fore late in May, usually some time between May 16 
and May 20. Transportation between Dawson and 
the mouth of the river could open sometimes three 
or four weeks earlier than it does if it were not 
for the ice in this lake. The river flows directly 
through the lake, which is 25 miles long and shal 
low. It freezes to the bottom in winter, and the 
Yukon has a hard time flushing it out in the spring. 

The first boat between White Horse and Dawson 
goes out about the first of June. During the long 
winter the St. Louis steamboatmen who have gone 
up there to ply their old vocation are enabled to 
come home and spend several months with their 
families. They also say they take advantage of the 
opportunity to get plenty of sleep, for they get lit- 
tle of it once they are back on the decks of the Yukon 
steamer. 

The steamboating of the old days on the Missis- 
sippi was hot enough, but it was droll and easy-go- 
ing compared with steamboating on the Yukon. The 
whole upper country is in need of supplies when the 
river opens, and the way they are rushed up. there, 
what with the fancy prizes awaiting the early birds 
and the shortness of the season for carrying sup- 
plies for the next winter, the pace is maddening. 
The more adventurous rivermen even run their boats 
while the ice is in Lake Lebarge. They sled it across 
the 25 miles of ice and reload it, just to beat their 

- competitors into the eager market. * 

The Yukon has restored youth and spryness to 
some of the old rivermen of St. Louis. Driygen to 
the wall here, and oftentimes doing little but sitting 
around in the pilots’ rooms and spinning tales of 
the old days, they have gone to the Yukon to find 
themselves caught in the maelstrom and whirled 
until they don’t know which way is straight up. 

“Business?” asked one of these St. Louis rivermen. 
Why, it is nothing but rush and go up there from 
the time spring opens until winter’s howling blast 
freezes the boat whistles dumb. Everybody there is 
in one tremendous race—a race against time. For 
two-thirds of the year the Yukon country i 
frozen up. There is not a wheel turning from end 
to end of the great river. 

“when the ice cracks in the spring, it is a signal. 
It is as if Nature fired the gun, and the moment we 
hear it we are off in a dash which has no parallel 
in the world. The winter will down upon us again 
in a little while, and im the brief while it is with- 
held we must live five days in one, rush freight up 
and down the river, make time, money and miles, 
and hit it up until the big river fairly smokes.
